Grand jury returns indictments for trafficking crimes

The Estill County Grand Jury 
returned indictments for two people 
involved in a drug-raid conducted 
by the Irvine Police Department. 

Vanessa Jones and Timothy Neal 
were both indicted for drug-related 
charges. 

Jones, 35, of Church Street, was 
indicted for first-degree traffick¬ 


ing in a controlled substance, first 
offense. Jones sold a 15-milligram 
oxycodone for $20 to a confidential 
informant on Aug. 17. Trafficking is 
a class D felony. 

Neal, 42, of Church Street, is 
charged with two counts of first- 
degree trafficking in a controlled 
substance, first offense. Neal sold 
two oxycodone tablets to a confi¬ 
dential informant for $40 each. The 
sales took place on Aug. 22 and 24. 

The grand jury also indicted 14 


others on various charges. 

Stephen Todd Wells, 33, of North 
Plum Street, is charged with two 
counts of fourth-degree assault, 
menacing, second-degree disorderly 
conduct and third-degree criminal 
mischief. 

On both Sept. 22 and 26, Wells 
caused physical injury to Betty 
Louise Rose. According to the 
indictment, on the same date, Wells 
put officers and his victim in serious 
fear or injury. Fourth-degree assault 


is a class A misdemeanor and men¬ 
acing is a class B misdemeanor. 

Wells was transported to Marcum 
& Wallace Memorial Hospital on the 
latter date. While there, he caused a 
disturbance by kicking, punching, 
cursing and screaming. In the pro¬ 
cess of the struggle, he broke equip¬ 
ment that belonged to the hospital. 
The equipment was valued at $312. 

Disorderly conduct and criminal 
mischief are class B misdemeanors. 

Joshua Ray Witt, 30, of Forrest 


Hill Drive; Joshua David Rawlins, 
32, of Grindstone Road; and Josh 
Ledford, 31, of Glory Street, are each 
charged with complicity to third- 
degree burglary and complicity to 
theft by unlawful taking greater than 
$500. 

On July 29, the men broke into a 
home belonging to Virigil Johnson. 
They stole a wood stove, heavy-duty

SUSPECT BLAMED DRUG 
ADDICTION FOR THEFT 
FROM FRIEND

A Grayson man is facing theft 
charges after he stole and pawned a 


vintage guitar valued at more than 
$1,000 from a local family. 

Jason A. Crosswhite, 32, of Shady 
Valley Road in Grayson, Ky., said 
a drug problem is to blame for his 
stealing the instrument from a fam¬ 
ily who was offering him a helping 
hand. 

According to the theft report 
and uniform citation issued by 
Estill County Sheriff’s Deputy Karl 


Rifenbark, the theft was reported by 
the victim’s father, Pat Gill. 

He told police his son’s vintage 
guitar had been stolen from a small 
guest house on their property at 
9095 Winchester Road. 

His son, Zachary Gill, said the gui¬ 
tar had been taken from the loft of

electrical tools and other miscellaneous 
items. 

Both charges are class D felonies. 

Witt is also charged with second-degree 
criminal possession of a forged instrument. In 
August, he wrote a check for $40 that belonged 
to Catherine Puckett to EZ Rent-to-Own. 

Etta Renee Estes 36, of Broadway, is charged 
with receiving stolen property under $500, 
first-degree promoting contraband and resist¬ 
ing arrest. 

Estes was arrested in October for having in 
her possession a purse that had been reported 
stolen from her brothers house. When placed 
under arrest, Estes began fighting the officer 


off. 

She also denied having drugs on her before 
being checked at the Estill County Jail. A 
jailer found a marijuana cigarette when they 
checked her. 

Christopher Bishop, 36, of Waco, is charged 
with receiving stolen property over $500, a 
class D felony. 

According to the indictment, in February 
Bishop sold several rings that belonged to Bill

guitar had been taken from the loft of the 
home sometime between Nov. 20 and Nov. 
23. 

The Gill’s said they had been allowing 
Crosswhite to stay in the guest house to help 
him, “get back on his feet.” 

They said when they realized the guitar was 
missing, they confronted Crosswhite about 
it first, which started a lengthy investigation 
into the whereabouts of the Gibson arch-top 
electric guitar. 

Crosswhite said he took the instrument to 
Jams in Winchester for an unidentified repair. 


However, when the Gill’s called the business 
and inquired about the repair, employees said 
there was no record of such a transaction. 

While Rifenbark was at the Gills’s residence, 
a woman who identified herself as Crosswhite’s 
wife, called the victim and told him she had 
the guitar and was returning it. 

Pamela Cross white, said she had received a 
text telling her the guitar had been reported 
stolen. She told Zachary Gill she was dropping 
the guitar off to him, but that she did not have 
Cross white in the car with her. 

Once on the scene, Pamela, told Rifenbark 
she had dropped her husband off at the Estill/ 
Clark county line because he “was too embar¬ 
rassed” to return the instrument himself. 

She also told Rifenbark her husband had 
pawned the guitar at Dan’s Discount in 


Lexington. She was able to provide a pawn 
receipt. 

Rifenbark found Crosswhite sitting on the 
Estill County side of the bridge on Winchester 
Road. When given the opportunity to share 
his side of the story, Cross white continued to 
claim he hadn’t pawned the guitar but that he 
had asked several friends of his to attempt to 
repair it. 

Once he was shown the pawn receipt he told 
Rifenbark he would rather not talk about the 
incident anymore. 

Crosswhite was arrested and charged with 
theft by unlawful taking over $500. 

According to the pawn receipt, the guitar 
was pawned in Crosswhite’s name at Dan’s 
Discount Jewelry in Lexington for $100 on 
Friday, Nov. 23. 


It was picked up for the amount of $120 on 
Monday, Nov. 26. 

Zachary Gill estimated the guitar, which was 
in the same condition when it was returned 
as it had been at the time it was stolen, to be 
valued at $1,200. 

Rifenbark said he did further research and 
found the instrument to be worth anywhere 
from $1,300 to $1,800. 

Crosswhite told Rifenbark he had a long¬ 
term addiction to cocaine for which he blames 
the theft. He also said he needs help getting 
clean. 

He was released on a $2,500 surety bond 
signed by Pamela Crosswhite on Nov. 28.

vote to approve the revised mobile home 
ordinance for the city. 

The revised ordinance defines a mobile 
home for property owners, defines lot place¬ 
ment and outlines procedures for acquiring 
the newly-required permits, among other 
things. 

Current mobile home owners have 30 days 
to apply for a free-of-charge permit that will 
allow them to continue living in or renting 
out existing mobile homes in the city. 

These free permits do away with the con¬ 


troversial grandfather clause in the original 
ordinance. 

After the 30-day window, which began 
Tuesday, Dec. 4, a $25 charge will be applied 
to all permits. This permit is applied to all 
new mobile homes. 

If any mobile home hasn’t been issued a 
permit within 120 days it is deemed out of 
regulation and the owners will be cited. 

Ravenna City Clerk Kim Parks said she will 
be mailing out notices to all existing mobile 
homes this week. 

In other business, the council: 

•Approved the financial report. 

•Approved the Ravenna Police Department 
and Ravenna Fire Department reports.

Since the Christmas season all about try¬ 
ing to remember the goodness of others and 
to bringing more of it out in ourselves, I 
though would share a couple of the stories 
that touched my heart this week. 

They're both interesting, appealing and

A pair of boots 

I first heard about the New York Police 
Department (NYPD) officer who gave a pair 
of boots to a homeless man on Facebook.

Local circuit court clerk participates in 2012 Circuit Court Clerks Fall College 


Estill County Circuit Court Clerk, Charlene I. Baker, partici¬ 
pated in the 2012 Circuit Court Clerks Fall College that took 
place Nov. 13-15 in Lexington. 

The Administrative Office of the Courts provided the judi¬ 
cial education program for the states circuit court clerks. The 
event included 15 hours of continuing education credit for the 
circuit clerks. 

The circuit court clerks attended sessions on adoptions, forc¬ 
ible detainers, accounts receivable, driver licensing, the juve¬ 
nile court process, child support enforcement and the court 
systems case management system. The circuit court clerks also 
spent time discussing best practices in their offices. 

“Its always beneficial for us to network and learn about 
whats working especially well in another circuit court clerks 
office that we may want to try,” said Hardin County Circuit 
Court Clerk Loretta Crady, who is president of the Kentucky 
Association of Circuit Court Clerks. “I’m proud of the work of 


my fellow circuit court clerks and glad to be part of this group 
of professionals.” 

The circuit court clerks heard from Chief Justice of Kentucky 
John D. Minton Jr. and the other Supreme Court justices and 
AOC Director Laurie K. Dudgeon at the college. They also had 
a session with the commissioner of the state Department of 
Corrections and attended courses about House Bills 463 and 
308, which took effect in 2011. HB 463 is the most comprehen¬ 
sive overhaul of Kentucky’s penal code in more than 30 years 
and HB 308 requires Kentucky to notify the FBI when a court 
finds an individual mentally incompetent. 

The circuit clerks received information about upcoming 
distance learning that will provide them with continuing 
education without the travel and received an update from the 
Trust for Life program. The KACCC sponsors Trust for Life to 
promote organ and tissue donation through driver licensing 
and the Kentucky Organ Donor registry. 


Circuit Court Clerks 

Circuit court clerks are responsible for managing the records 
of Kentucky’s Circuit and District courts. Circuit clerks are 
elected officials from all 120 counties and serve a six-year 
term. They provide professional recordkeeping, receive money 
due the courts, pay money to required parties and to the state, 
record legal documents, provide legal documents and other 
legal materials, maintain the jury system, administer oaths, 
handle affidavits and issue driver licenses and non-driver ID 
cards. 

Administrative Office of the Courts 

The AOC is the operations arm for the state court system and 
supports the activities of nearly 3,300 court system employees 
and 403 elected justices, judges and circuit court clerks. As the 
fiscal agent for the state court system, the AOC also executes 
the Judicial Branch budget.

Filing FAFSA early 
gives students better 
chance at state grants 

Kentucky students planning to attend an in-state college or 

university beginning in fall 2013 should file the 2013-2014 
Free Application for Federal Student Aid (FAFSA) as soon as 
possible after Jan. 1. Filing early increases a students chance 
of receiving a state need-based grant administered by the 
Kentucky Higher Education Assistance Authority (KHEAA). 
The FAFSA is available at www.fafsa.gov. 

Students attending Kentucky colleges and universities may 
qualify for College Access Program (CAP) Grants. To qualify 
a student must show financial need and be enrolled for at least 
half-time toward an associates or bachelors degree. The maxi¬ 
mum CAP Grant award is $1,900 per year. 

Students attending most of Kentucky’s private colleges and 
universities may qualify for a Kentucky Tuition Grant (KTG) in 
addition to a CAP Grant. To qualify for KTG, a student must 
show financial need and be enrolled full-time. The maximum 
KTG award is $3,000 per year. 

Funding for CAP and KTG is limited, with awards made to 
qualifying students on a first-come, first-served basis. Award 
amounts may change based on available funding.

But this year I’m hoping Clay will 
get to come see Nana’s Christmas 
lights before long, and I want to 
impress him. 

Now if I just had my shopping 
done, I could relax and concentrate 
on the fun stuff like making some of 


my favorite sweet treats. 

You can tell a lot about regional 
eating habits and food traditions by 
looking through cookbooks com¬ 
piled locally for fundraisers. I’ve 
been browsing some local church 
cook books, and I’ve noticed that we 
are definitely fans of peanut butter 
fudge around these parts. I’ll share 
my own easiest recipe at the bottom 
of the column. 

Our mothers and grandmoth¬ 
ers traditionally made apple stack, 
hickory nut and black walnut cakes 
for Christmas, which were probably 
more popular with country cooks 
than traditional fruit cakes because 
they didn’t have easy access to exotic 
dried fruits. 

People don’t make apple stack 
cakes and hickory nut cakes like 
they used to, but candy making is 
still a tradition this time of year for 
mountain cooks. Some favorites 
are bourbon balls and peanut butter 
balls, or “buckeyes,” and chocolate 
and peanut butter fudge. 

There are some practical reasons 
that people traditionally made candy 
around Christmastime. For one 
thing, they were too busy to make 
candy in the growing and harvesting 
seasons. 

There’s another reason, one I 
hadn’t thought of but I’m sure this 
was particularly true in the days 
before air-conditioning. 

Mark Sohn, in “Appalachian Home 
Cooking,” writes: “Candy making is 
an annual affair, and in Appalachia 
cooks know that it has to be done 
during the dry winter months. The 
heavy humidity of summer melts 
sugar.” 

I can believe that, can’t you? 


I’m not one for making elaborate 
candies, but I do make a few batches 
of fudge to share each Christmas 
season. 

I like it because it’s so easy. You 
mix it up, cook it a while, dump it in 
a pan and let it cool. 

Peanut butter balls and bourbon 
balls are prettier to look at I suppose, 
but I find all the rolling out and 
dipping to be a little too tedious for 
my impatient self. I’m not a fan of 
making candy that requires a candy 
thermometer either. 

Peanut brittle and toffee have long 
been local favorites too. I found a 
recipe on the internet that is sort of a 
combination of toffee and fudge rec¬ 
ipes. I’ve seen it called “Christmas 
Crack” on Pinterest, and I think 
that’s a good name for it because it 
is an addicting cross between cookie 
and candy. Even better, it’s incred¬ 
ibly easy to make. 

It’s not one of your prettier treats, 
but that won’t matter once you taste 
it. 

Terrific Toffee Bars or 
“Christmas Crack” 

1 cup unsalted butter (not mar¬ 
garine) 

1 cup brown sugar 

2 cups semi-sweet chocolate chips 

40 saltine crackers (or butter 

crackers or graham crackers) 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees F. 
Line a 15x10-inch jelly roll pan or 
a 12x17-inch cookie sheet with foil 
and spray with non-stick spray. Lay 
a flat layer of crackers out on the 
foil. Melt the sugar and butter until a 
boil is reached. Reduce the heat and 
simmer, uncovered, for 5-6 min¬ 


utes or until mixture is thickened 
and sugar is completely dissolved. 
Pour this mixture over the crack¬ 
ers and spread to coat evenly. Bake 
for 8-10 minutes, or until the toffee 
becomes bubbly. After removing the 
pan from the oven, let it sit for 3-5 
minutes. Sprinkle on the chocolate 
chips, let them soften and melt, and 
then spread them into an even layer. 
(You can add nuts or other chopped 
candies if you want.) Let cool and 
break into pieces. 

This is an even simpler version of 
the above recipe and I’ve had these 
too. These are great and so simple. 

Graham Cracker 
Toffee Bars 

24 graham cracker squares 
3/4 c. packed brown sugar 
Dash of salt 
3/4 c. butter 
3/4 c. chopped pecans 
Line a 15 x 10 x 1 inch bak¬ 
ing pan with foil. Arrange graham 
crackers close together in a single 
layer. Combine butter, brown sugar, 
and salt in small saucepan; cook 
until mixture is blended, stirring, for 
about 1 to 2 minutes. Add pecans; 
spread mixture over graham crack¬ 
ers. Bake in 350 degree oven 10 
minutes or until bubbly; cool 10 
minutes. Cut each graham cracker 
in half and remove to a cooling rack. 
Serve cold. 

I’ll include my peanut butter 
fudge recipe just for old time’s sake, 
just because it’s so easy that I think 
everyone who ever thought about 
making peanut butter fudge ought 
to try this. 


Peanut Butter Fudge 

2 cups sugar 
cup milk 

Cook this for 3 minutes after it 
starts to boil. Remove from heat 
and add 1 small jar of marshmallow 
creme and 1 V 2 cups of peanut butter. 
Mix well and pour into a buttered 
dish. Yep, that’s it!! 

Chocolate Fudge 

4 x /2 cups sugar 

1 lg. can evaporated milk 

Mix these and cook for 7 min¬ 
utes after it starts to boil. Add 2 
sticks Blue Bonnet margarine, 18 
oz. chocolate chips, and about a 
cup of chopped walnuts or pecans 
if desired. Mix well and pour into a 
buttered dish. Let cool, and cut into 
squares. Yep, that’s all there is to it. 

I use these recipes all the time, but 
on occasion, I have had my fudge 
turn out grainy. I did some research 
and found that it’s important to cook 
the sugar mixture low and slow. 
Also, I read that it needs to cool 
down a bit before adding the other 
ingredients. 

I found this tip and I think I’ll try 
it. Put all the ingredients besides 
the hot sugar and milk mixture into 
a metal bowl. When the sugar mix¬ 
ture has cooked the proper amount 
of time, take it off the stove and 
pour it over the ingredients in the 
metal bowl. That should cool it 
down nicely, but you might have to 
wrap the bowl in a towel to be able 
to stir it. 

There! I’ve fixed you up with 
enough easy sweet recipes to keep 
you in a sugar coma all winter. 

Nah, let’s hope not—just don’t for¬ 
get to eat responsibly—and share!

Encouraging word: The day of infamy remembered

Who remembers the Day of Infamy, 
so named by President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, when Pearl Harbor was 
attacked by Japan? 

Over the centuries, Pearl Harbor on 
the island of Oahu in Hawaii was tradi¬ 
tionally an area of peace. Wars and tribal 
conflicts occurred at other places on 
Oahu because Pearl Harbor was sacred 


to the shark goddess, Kaahuahua, but 
things changed quickly 

On Sunday morning, Dec. 7, 1941, 94 
naval vessels of the U.S. 

Pacific Fleet were moored in Pearl 
Harbor, many of the around Ford Island. 
At Hickam Army Air Field, prepara¬ 
tions had been made to receive 12 B-17 
bombers from California, so officers and 
men were on hand to receive them. As 
an anti-sabotage measure, all planes at 
the field were grouped together outside 
rather than inside in hangers. Those 
planes, grouped along the runways in 
the open, made easy targets for attacking 
planes. 

The peaceful quietness that prevailed 
at Pearl Harbor was abruptly interrupted 
at 7:55 a.m. on Dec. 7,1941. A low-flying 
plane from the northwest came across the 
southern tip of the Waianae Mountains 
and skimmed low over Ford Island and 
Pearl Harbor. It was a harbinger of things 
to come. That plane was followed by 


the first wave of 183 bombers and a 
second wave of 171 bombers. When-- 
-one hour and fifty minutes later—-the 
bombing was over, Pearl Harbor was 
almost destroyed. Frank Knox, Secretary 
of the Navy, reported the loss as: “2,897 
American Servicemen were dead, 878 
were wounded and 35 were missing. In 
addition four battleships were or greatly 
damaged and others less damaged. Many 
smaller vessels were hit hard and some 
were sunk. Of 390 planes on Oahu 362 
were destroyed.” 

The United States was forced into 
World War II, and the war continued 
until Sept. 2,1945 when the USS Missouri 
landed in Tokyo Bay and a formal instru¬ 
ment of surrender was signed. 

Following that surrender, the American 
spirit went to work. The 

United State government, with the 
backing of its citizens, used its resources 
to help a nation rebuild. That’s the “one 
Nation under God” that we know.

Last Thursday morning Powell County Extension Agent 
Mike Reed demonstrated how to create a holiday centerpiece 
using fresh greenery during a workshop at the Estill County 
Extension Office. 

“I’m not a florist,” he said. “But I like the live stuff. It smells 
more like Christmas, it’s cheaper, and you can go out in the back 
yard—or your neighbors, and get all the stuff you need.” 

Participants were shown how to begin with a block of floral 
foam soaked in water. After centering it on a plate, Reed dem¬ 
onstrated how to snip short branches of greens such as pine, 
cedar and holly and insert them into the foam beginning at the 
bottom of the block, then work upward until the floral foam 
was no longer visible. 

He also brought an assortment of candles, ornaments, ribbon 
and fresh flowers for adding finishing touches to the arrange¬ 
ments. 

“You can go to Kroger’s on Friday mornings and buy fresh 
cut flowers at half price,” he said. 

Reed said the arrangements would stay fresh in the house for 
several days, but cut greenery will last several weeks outdoors. 

Workshop participants all went home with their own cus¬ 
tom-made centerpieces to add to their Christmas decor.
